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Traveller 
caravans 
move on

TRAVELLERS have moved 
on to a Black Country indus¬ 
trial estate. 

Around 10 caravans are 
on Excelsior Industrial 
Estate, near Halesowen. 

Police and Dudley Council 
officers are monitoring the 
situation to ensure no dam¬ 
age is being caused. 

Site owners Langtree said 
they were monitoring the 
site, off Cakemore Road, 
Blackheath. They added 
they were taking legal advice 
about the travellers in a bid 
to force them off the land. 

Caravans, motorhomes 
and other vans and cars can 
been seen from the roadside. 
They arrived on the site on 
Sunday. 

Halesowen North Coun¬ 
cillor Jeff Hill was contacted 
by residents about the trav¬ 
ellers. 

He said: “Legally it is the 
responsibility of land own¬ 
ers to get the travellers to 
move and Langtree are 
doing everything they can to 
get the group off their land 
as quickly as they can. 

“I have asked council offi¬ 
cers to make sure they check 
nearby council owned open 
spaces to ensure they are 
secure, and will not be the 
group’s next destination.” 

A spokesperson for 
Langtree Group said: “We 
are consulting with our legal 
advisers and working closely 
with Dudley Council and 
West Midlands Police to 
seek a swift resolution.” 

SVR set for

SEVERN Valley Railway is 
on track to celebrate its 
150th anniversary.

Thousands 
of dementia 
cases missed 

MORE than 2,300 dementia sufferers in 
Dudley have not yet been diagnosed with 
the disease. 

Of an estimated 3,852 people with demen¬ 
tia in the borough, just 1,517 have been 
identified by doctors, latest figures show. It 
means 2,335 sufferers - are receiving no 
treatment. Chiefs have invested in new ser¬ 
vices for sufferers. 

Andrew Hindle, NHS Dudley’s strategic 
lead for older people and long term condi¬ 
tions, said: “We have commissioned an inte¬ 
grated dementia pathway. The pathway is 
an innovative and co-ordinated approach. 

“The pathway is already delivering on 
early diagnosis and providing ongoing sup¬ 
port including access to dementia advisors 
and dementia gateway centres. 

“There will also be a Dudley Dementia 
Strategy later this year that will set out the 
vision and commissioning intentions to 
deliver on quality dementia care services,” 
he added. 

Figures show the number diagnosed with 
dementia in the West Midlands rose by 
2,100 over the last year from 25,600 to 
27,700. 

But it is thought there are 41,000 people 
in the region living with the condition. 

In Sand well there has been a 3.7 per cent 
rise in the number of people being diag¬ 
nosed, while there was a two per cent 
increase in cases, and 1.9 per cent rise in 
Dudley. 


They claim figures show two of the lanes 
were not reducing bus journey times for 
passengers against normal road condi¬ 
tions, instead causing traffic jams during 
peak times with drivers forced to queue in 
single file. 

The lanes earmarked for closure are in 
Bromsgrove Road between Vine Lane and 
the Mucklow Hill island and the west¬ 
bound and eastbound routes in Queensway 
between the Hagley Road island and Vine 
Lane. 

Members of Halesowen Area committee 
voted for proposals to axe the lanes last 
month. Their recommendations were sent 
to Dudley Council’s transport boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Patrick Harley, and West Midlands 
Transport Authority Centro. 

Councillor Harley said the proposals 
have his support and officers would be hav¬ 
ing discussions with Centro. 

Proposals 

“These Halesowen bus lanes are among 
a number of lanes that we are looking to 
review. We will consult with Centro on the 
proposals.” 

Area committee member, Councillor 
Ken Turner, said the lanes around the bus 
station were only meant to be temporary. 

“They were only there temporarily any¬ 
way while the bus station was built four 
years ago so the time is right to get them 
out of the way as soon as possible,” he said. 

“It will be better for Halesowen because 
at the moment they are just causing con¬ 
gestion and difficulties.” 

Earlier this month Councillor Harley 
revealed lanes outside Dudley Zoo and the 
Black Country Living Museum were also 
being reviewed. The project is being con¬ 
sidered in light of a major £10 million 
regeneration plan to create a tourism 
hotspot involving the zoo, the museum and 
Dudley Canal Tunnels. Councillor Harley 
says the authority is looking at ways to 
improve traffic ahead of the opening of the 
new £6 million Dudley Archives building. 


A NEW rock of ages - the sweet variety - has 
rolled off the production line at a confec¬ 
tionery company to celebrate Dudley Zoo’s 
75th anniversary. 

The attraction celebrates its big birthday 
on May 6 and Edward Gray’s of Dudley, 
known locally as Teddy Gray’s, has made a 
special orange rock. Teddy Gray’s, which 
was founded in 1826, has been making rock 
for the zoo since it opened in 1937. It is nor¬ 
mally pink. Teddy Gray, aged 76, who is 
joint managing director with his sister, 


Betty, said: “We’re making 1,000 sticks this 
time and it will be special because it’s for the 
zoo’s 75th anniversary.” 

They are the fifth generation of the fam¬ 
ily to run the company. Teddy Gray’s sticks 
of rock, produced in its factory in North 
Street, were sold from a kiosk, where visi¬ 
tors could also buy ice cream, at the zoo each 
summer until 2005. 

Zoo spokeswoman Jill Hitchman said: “It 
was always a legend to go to Dudley Zoo and 
have a stick of rock.”

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Truth demanded on Subway shop job 


AN ADVERT for a “sandwich artist 
apprentice” to work at a national 
snack shop chain in the Black Coun¬ 
try - for just £2.60 an hour - has left 
a bad taste in a local MP’s mouth. 

Dudley MP Ian Austin is demand¬ 
ing an investigation by Work and 
Pensions Secretary Iain Duncan 
Smith into whether the job, at a 
Subway branch in Coseley, is a “gen¬ 
uine apprenticeship” - or a way of 
paying young staff below the mini¬ 


mum wage. The training company 
that placed the advert and the Sub¬ 
way shop on Birmingham New 
Road, Coseley, pledged it was a gen¬ 
uine apprenticeship, fulfilling the 
requirements for trainees employed 
at the lower minimum rate of pay. 

Job Centre Plus displayed the 
advert, which says the position is for 
a level 2 apprenticeship, meaning 
the successful applicant can be paid 
a national minimum wage of £2.60. 


The job, which would involve a 
30-hour shift pattern to cover store 
hours, would be to learn the “art of 
great sandwich making”. 

But Mr Austin said: “The Govern¬ 
ment’s ‘specification of apprentice¬ 
ship standards’ states that 
apprentices at level 2 must spend at 
least 30 per cent of their time on off- 
the-job training - typically at a fur¬ 
ther education college - but the 
advert does not say whether any off 


the job training is included.” 

Mr Austin has now asked Iain 
Duncan Smith to investigate. 

“Fve asked the National Appren¬ 
ticeship Service to look into the 
apprenticeships Subway are offer¬ 
ing,” he said. The advert was placed 
by Lifetime Training, of Bristol, 
where marketing manager Simon 
Harper said: “The apprenticeships 
we run on behalf of Subway fran¬ 
chisees are absolutely genuine.” 


Robert wins battle to 

get £50,000 for legs 


A MAN who lost half his legs and his hands 
through meningitis has won his battle for 
funding for a £50,000 pair of prosthetic legs. 

Robert Parsons, aged 29, had recently managed to start 
walking for the first time since his illness. But he said his 
current legs were unstable. He had fallen over and injured 
himself and applied for new legs with special knee joints to 
help him walk. 

But his request was 
turned down by NHS Dud¬ 
ley as he was not seen as an 
“exceptional case”. 

But the case, which was 
highlighted in the local 
press, has since been recon¬ 
sidered and the decision 
reversed. 

Mr Parsons said: “I’m 
delighted and I’m so grateful 
for all the support I 
received - people were com¬ 
ing up to me and telling me 
to keep going. 

“I really think it has 
helped to raise the issue. 

“These new legs are so 
much better - they actually 
feel like real legs when I’m 
walking about.” 


Alleyways 
closed off 
to combat 
hooligans 

GATES are being fitted at 
alleyways in Dudley which 
have been troubled by yobs 
and anti-behaviour. 

The first set of metal rail¬ 
ings have now been erected. 

They have been fitted at 
the two entrances to the 
alleyway off Kilburn Drive 
to Holbeache Lane, in 
Kingswinford. 

Similar gates will close off 
alleyways leading between 
Iris Close to Bunns Lane, in 
Kates Hill, and from Park 
Road to Maughan Street, in 
Quarry Bank, in the coming 
weeks. 

The alleyways have been 
shut following pleas for 
actions from residents. 

They claimed gangs of 
youths had been abusive, 
were drinking alcohol and 
had reported burglaries and 
criminal damage to police 
over the past 12 months. 

Following the complaints, 
Dudley Council has agreed 
to authorise a three year 
gating order to close off the 
alleyways in a bid to reduce 
criminality. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, 
said: “I’m glad we have been 
able to close these alleyways 
off following the complaints 
to show that we are trying to 
proactively tackle the prob¬ 
lem.” 


Poisoning 

Mr Parsons, of Shenstone 
Avenue, Norton, Stour¬ 
bridge, was just 19 and pre¬ 
viously healthy when he had 
the amputations after con¬ 
tracting blood poisoning 
through a complication of 
meningitis. 

Thousands were raised in 
just weeks from donations 
by the public - and that has 
been used in recent years to 
kit out Mr Parsons’s home 
and buy him an adapted car. 

In the last 11 years he has 
battled to improve his mobil¬ 
ity. 

But he struggled to walk 
up kerbs and on uneven sur¬ 
faces, which has left him 
“embarrassed” when he has 
fallen over in public. 

NHS Dudley spokes¬ 
woman Lindsey Harding 
said: “At the time this case 
was first considered the PCT 
did not have all of the sup¬ 
porting evidence to demon¬ 
strate exceptionality for Mr 
Parsons.”

bill over 
fire fight 

THE LEGAL battle to save 
doomed Halesowen fire 
station from the axe has cost 
taxpayers about £10,000. 

West Midlands Fire 
Authority chairman Coun¬ 
cillor John Edwards says he 
is “annoyed” they have to 
foot the bill.

Councillor Edwards said: 
“It has cost us almost 
£10,000 in legal bills and 
officers’ time that was 
unnecessary in my view. 

“It has left me feeling very 
annoyed that taxpayers’ 
money has been wasted in 
this way.” 

Halsowen & Rowley Regis 
MP James Morris, who 
backed the campaign, said: 
“I am surprised at the 
figures quoted on the legal 
costs incurred by the West 
Midlands Fire Service. 

“They are obviously 
retaining very expensive 
lawyers. The group has 
sought all along to oppose 
the plans.”

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Mother's animal ban downgraded after plea

A MOTHER-OF-FIVE will be allowed to 
keep any animal except for rabbits after a 
court downgraded a total ban on appeal. 

Sara Davis was originally banned from 
keeping any pet for 10 years after rabbits in 
her care were found in “filthy hutches” and 
she failed to get them proper treatment for 
ear mites. 

But at an appeal before Wolverhampton 
Crown Court a judge ruled there was no evi¬ 
dence to suggest any other animal in her 
care had suffered. The court was told last 
week she also had two dogs, three adult cats 
and a kitten. Davis, aged 31, of Bent Street, 
Brierley Hill, was told the 10-year ban on 


her keeping rabbits would be upheld and she 
would not be able to appeal for five years. 
But she will now be permitted to keep her 
other animals, though the court warned she 
would remain “under close scrutiny” by the 
RSPCA. 

The court heard five rabbits had been 
seized from her old home in Meadow Walk, 
Cradley Heath, after a visit by an RSPCA 
inspector last May. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, on behalf of the 
RSPCA, said the animals had been kept in 
filthy cages with little food and water. 

“Two of them were found to have severe 
encrustations around their ears. The cause 


of this was found to be mites,” she said. 
“They were taken to an independent vet 
who said it was the worst case he had seen in 
15 years.” She said Davis had pleaded guilty 
to two charges of causing unnecessary suf¬ 
fering and a further two of not taking rea¬ 
sonable steps to ensure the rabbits were 
kept in a hygienic environment. 

Dudley Magistrates Court had imposed 
the total ban on keeping animals alongside 
ordering her to carry out 50 hours commu¬ 
nity service and pay costs. 

But Mrs Sutton said cats found at the 
house had been in “reasonable condition” 
and the dogs had not been at the property at 


the time to check. Mr Nigel Stelling, appear¬ 
ing for Davis, said at the time his client had 
been moving house and she admitted care of 
the rabbits had slipped. 

“It was a time of crisis for the family. They 
had been forced to find new accommodation 
due to a flood at the property,” he said. “She 
sees the logic of the ban on keeping rabbits 
but the other animals were being cared for. 
She was returning to the house every day.” 

Judge Robin Onions said: “It would 
appear the magistrates decided on the total 
ban on the grounds that if one particular 
kind of animal has not been properly cared 
for there is more risk to others.” 


Shop's eggs-treme move 
to bring in ban is no yolk 


A SHOP in the Dudley has imposed a ban on 
selling eggs to under-18s to help crack down 
on anti-social behaviour. 

Staff at the Spar store, Lawnswood Road, Wordsley, 
introduced the strict ban after eggs sold to younger 
teenagers were thrown at a M by |_ ee Watt on 

nearby house. Bosses said H_ 


the rule, normally 
reserved for the sale of 
alcohol and cigarettes, had 
been supported by the 
local community. 

Signs have now been put 
up at tills in the shop 
telling customers of the 
policy. 

They read: “Due to 
recent activities in the 
local area we are unable to 
sell eggs to anyone under 
18 years of age. Sorry for 
any inconvenience.” 

Discretion 

Staff at the store said the 
scheme had been backed 
by local policing teams who 
even helped provide some 
of the signs. 

Other Spar stores in the 
area said they had not 
introduced a ban but the 
sale of any item was left up 
to the discretion of shop 
staff. 

Lawnswood Road store 
manager Sue Williams said 
they took action after 
problems. 

She said: “We decided to 
take the step after there 
was an incident where eggs 


were sold to 16-year-olds. 

“Around 30 minutes 
later we were visited by the 
police who said the eggs 
had been thrown at a 
house. 

“Since then we have fol¬ 
lowed this policy. 

“It has sparked conver¬ 
sation among customers 
when they first see the 
signs saying people under- 
18 can’t buy eggs,” she 
added. 

“Many of them just can’t 
believe that we have had to 
put this policy in place but 
it was necessary. 

“Once we explained to 
them the reason they 
understood why we had to 
do it and the scheme has 
been well-received.” 

Mrs Williams said: “It 
was a surprise when the 
police first came into the 
shop and told us what the 
eggs had been used for. 

“We certainly did not 
want anything to like that 
happen again and so the 
decision was taken to put 
the rule in place.”

But Mr Griffiths, who is 
celebrating 50 years since 
taking over the store, said 
cost of repairing the damage 
was a great deal more.” 


The robbers were wearing 
white crash helmets. One of 
the raiders grabbed a cash 
box from the victim and they 
both escaped on a scrambler 
bike in the direction of 
Milking Bank park. 

The robbery happened in 
full view of shocked resi¬ 
dents as they queued at a 
nearby bus stop at around 
9.10am yesterday. 

Staff at the shop said the 
driver had already delivered 
one box of cash to the shop 
and had returned to the van 
to collect a second one when 
he was threatened by the 
men. 

It is not known how much 
cash was stolen in the raid 
but sub-postmaster Joe 
Jawandha said he believed it 
was a “substantial” amount. 

Two staff were in the post 
office and convenience store 
at the time of the robbery 
and were left shaken by the 
attack, Mr Jawandha said. 

The business was closed 
for the rest of the day. 

West Midlands Police 
spokeswoman Deb Edmonds 
said the scrambler bike was 
seen travelling through the 
Milking Bank estate and was 
likely to have been seen by 
many people. Witnesses can 
contact police on 101.

Mr Stephen Blower, 
defending, said: “He ran 
with the wrong crowd at the 
time.” Field admitted 
attempting to cause griev¬ 
ous bodily harm.

£250,000 renovation work 
right on track for railway 


THE SEVERN Valley Railway has reached the 
end of the track of a major £250,000 renova¬ 
tion project, marking the occasion with a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony. 

Well-wishers and invited guests emerged from carriages 
pulled by the 1930s Great Western tank, at the mouth of the 


480-yard long Bewdley 
Tunnel. 

The ribbon was symboli¬ 
cally cut in front of the loco¬ 
motive before it was tied to 
the engine to continue its 
journey from Kidderminster 
to Bewdley. 

The gathering had been 
organised to pay homage to 
the ancient traditions of the 
navvies who built Britain’s 
railways back in the 1800s - 
and held parties at the end of 
major engineering works. 

Delighted 

The project, which started 
on January 3, involved 
replacing worn out tracks 
and drains throughout the 
tunnel. 

Officials said they were 
delighted that the three- 
month long project had come 
to an end, saying it had been 
one of their toughest chal¬ 
lenges yet. 

Around 100 workers, half 
of which were volunteers, 
took part in the project, con¬ 
tending with difficult condi¬ 
tions in the dark and 
cramped confines of the 
narrow single bore tunnel. 

They also often faced sub¬ 
zero temperatures and logis¬ 
tical headaches of getting 
equipment and materials to 
the isolated stretch.

The railway’s visitor 
service manager David Mee 
said everyone could 
“breathe a huge sigh of 
relief” that all the works had 
been completed on time and 
to budget. 

“It has been a labour of 
love for everyone who has 
been part of this project,” he 
said. 

“They have invested so 
much time into it. We have to 
pay tribute to them and we 
could not have done it 
without their dedication.” 

Drainage, which was first 
installed when the line 
between Bewdley and Kid¬ 
derminster was built in 
1878, had completely broken 
up in several places. 

Contractors worked 
against the clock to ensure 
that the works were largely 
completed to allow trains to 
use the tunnel for the Febru¬ 
ary half term holidays. 

Among the volunteers 
helping to lay the track was 
retired construction worker 
Bob Clift, from Bewdley. 

The 65-year-old, said: 
“Having worked in con¬ 
struction it wasn’t really a 
problem and I found it fine. 
It’s been a good project to 
work on.”

Much depends upon the company’s assessment, as to who 
is allowed through the gateway. The procedure is growing in 
parts of the country.

Public indifference and 
obliviousness are two factors to be overcome, if the NHS is 
to remain free and accessible.

Death shatters family 


THE FAMILY of a worker who 
was killed when an overhead 
crane crushed him against a 
pillar said their lives have 
been shattered by the tragedy 
as an inquest jury returned a 
verdict of accidental death. 

Wilfred Williams, aged 57, of Ashtree 
Road, Tividale, died as he worked on a 
crane at C Brown and Sons, Pedmore 
Road, Brierley Hill. 

He and colleague Ross Darby were 
working 20ft-high in the bucket of a 
“cherry picker” to replace the end plate 
of the crane. 

Mr Williams, an experienced engi¬ 
neer, had got out of the bucket to 
tighten some bolts, and then crossed 


over to an adjacent gantry in the next 
bay. 

The inquest in Smethwick heard 
another crane coming along the track 
crushed him, resulting in internal 
haemorrhaging and shock due to pelvic 
crush and blunt force injuries. 

Black Country coroner Robin 
Balmain said Mr Darby had told the 
inquest he did not know why his col¬ 
league had moved to the adjacent 
gantry. 

The hearing had also been told there 
was a “20ft rule” where no crane would 
operate within six metres of mainte¬ 
nance work but Mr Balmain said it 
appeared this was not an “absolute 
rule”. And halting operations at adja¬ 
cent bays was done on discretion. In a 
statement, Mr Williams’ son Adam 


said: “We are pleased the coroner’s 
inquiry has answered some of our 
questions as to what happened on the 
day my father died doing the job he 
loved for the last 14 years. He was a 
loving and caring father and husband 
and our lives have been shattered as a 
result of his death.” 

Graham Brown, chairman of C 
Brown and Sons, said: “On behalf of 
the company, I would like to firstly 
state our thoughts and sincere condo¬ 
lences are with the family and friends 
of Wilf Williams. 

“We are acutely aware that we can 
say little of comfort to the family for 
their tragic loss. Wilf was a valued, 
respected and much loved friend and 
colleague to everyone at the company 
and is greatly missed.” 


Mothers wanted to help 
breastfeeding scheme 


HEALTH bosses in Dudley have launched 
an appeal to find experienced mothers to 
help with a breastfeeding awareness cam¬ 
paign. 

The Breastfeeding Buddies scheme has 
been organised by staff at NHS Dudley in a 
bid to give new mothers more information. 

Mothers with their own experiences of 
breastfeeding will take part in a nine-week 
training course on how to support new 
mothers. 

The buddies will provide hints and tips to 
pregnant women, fathers and new mothers 
over the phone, through home visits or at 
children’s centres in the borough. 

About 140 Breastfeeding Buddies have 
already received training as part of the 


scheme. Trained buddies are also based at 
the hospitals in the borough helping new 
mothers. 

Specific information on technique is 
given to mothers as part of the buddies 
scheme as well as details on where to find 
baby-friendly places in the area where 
breastfeeding is allowed.

MORE THAN 300 youngsters in 
the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire have joined the Scouts over 
the past year, helping boost 
national numbers. 

Figures from The Scout Association show 
182 new Scouts signed up in the Black 
Country in the last 12 months pushing the 
total to 6,119. 

In Staffordshire, 150 signed up. The total 
number in the region stands at 9,074. Offi¬ 
cials said this represented growth of more 
than three per cent in the Black Country 
and nearly two per cent in Staffordshire. 

The increase has helped raise total UK 
membership of the movement to 525,327. 

Reopening 

One of the biggest increases has been in 
Stourbridge, where 134 new members have 
joined in the last year. Officials said the rise 
had been helped by the reopening of the 
Scout group in Kinver followed by the 
opening of Beaver and Cub Scout groups at 
Halfpenny Green, near Wolverhampton. 

An annual census released by the Scout 
movement reveals 55 Explorer Scouts, 
youngsters aged 14 to 18, were signed up in 
the Black Country and 15 in Staffordshire. 
Nationally, 2,544 have joined up in the past 
year. Group Scout Leader for Kinver Martin 
Jones said the Beaver, Cub and Scout groups 
for the village were presently fully sub¬ 
scribed with 90 members in all. 

Mr Jones, aged 38, said: “Kinver has 
excellent facilities for scouting, including its 
own camp which is used by groups all across 
the region.”

A BLACK COUNTRY man’s fancy, 
more often than not, was a 
pigeon, with local men in the late 
19th and early 20th century 
cooing sweet nothings over their 
birds. 

Pigeon keeping was a popular pastime in 
the Black Country, not only for the sport of 
racing but also as a source of extra meat and 
eggs. 

Pigeon fanciers lavished attention on 
their feathered friends in the hope they 
hatched into champion racers or bred a 
much-prized pedigree “squeaker”, and 
brightly painted pigeon lofts were a distinc¬ 
tive feature of the landscape. 

Top of the pigeon-fancying pecking order 
was Charles Purslow who achieved 
celebrity-status in Bilston pigeon flying 
circles. 

Over a 70 year period his flock won an 
array of awards. Mr Purslow knew all his 
birds by name, his favourites being those

who won the most races and two of his 
favourites were “Peggy” and “Bilston Blue”. 

He would often take his tea up to the loft 
and wait all day for the birds to return. 

For almost 100 years Charles’ pigeon loft 
nestled next to Bilston Fire Station, which is 
now alongside the Black Country Route, 
housing around 30 birds. 

Charles used to race on the southern 
circuit, which he preferred as this included 
channel crossing races. 

Later the club changed to flying on the 
north circuit. They would start short train¬ 
ing races from March, taking the pigeons on 


the transporter on a Friday for the start of 
the race on Saturday. The winner of the race 
would then be announced on Saturday 
night. 

Mr Purslow was also a member of the 
national pigeon service during the war, in 
which the birds were used to take messages 
into occupied territory. 

Clare Weston, Curator of Domestic and 
Cultural Life said: “Charles’ flock did its bit 
for the war effort. During the Second World 
War his pigeons were conscripted as mes¬ 
senger birds, along with 20,000 other 
pigeons, into the AIF Pigeon Service.” 

There were 32 pigeons awarded the 
Dicken Medal, the animal Victoria Cross, for 
gallantry or devotion during the Second 
World War. The first recipients of the award, 
in December 1943, were three pigeons, 
serving with the Royal Air Force. 

So next time you’re in the garden, take 
another look at that pigeon on your bird 
table - his ancestor may well have changed 
the course of history.

MORE rubbish, including at least 
20 car tyres, has been dumped on 
land near a Dudley street just 
weeks after council chiefs 
installed barriers in a bid to stop 
fly-tippers. 

Yobs have been setting fire to the tyres 
which are now scattered down a 40ft slope to 
a disused railway line in Pensnett. 

Household waste in bin bags, plastic and 
cardboard is among the litter dumped 
recently. 

The waste has been dumped on land off 
Gibbons Lane where previous fly-tipping 
incidents were reported. Concrete blocks as 
barriers had been placed at the end of the 
lane to stop vehicles. The huge blocks had 
been placed in response to complaints from 
neighbours of the land. 

They say they are concerned culprits have 
now switched to dumping on land just off the 
roadway down the bank. 

It leads from the former line operated by 
Pensnett Mineral Railway Company which 
ran from Staffordshire and Worcestershire 
Canal at Ash wood, serving various collieries 
and factories including Round Oak steel 
works. 

They say the lane off Pensnett High Street 
is obscured by high hedges allowing fly- 
tippers to evade capture. 

Resident John Palmer said: “People are 
still dumping down there which is costing 
the taxpayer each time the council has to 
come here to clear up. 

Dudley Council’s director of urban envi¬ 
ronment, John Millar, said it was working to 
tackle the issue. 

“It is illegal and causes an eyesore for 
people living nearby.”

He said: “After originally hoping to raise £500 for the 
charity I’ve been overwhelmed at the support of friends, 
family, colleagues and strangers who have given their 
money for this cause which is very close to my heart.” 
Karen, who was diagnosed with Cystic Fibrosis as a child, 
died aged 32 in 2004just a month after Harry was born. The 
disease affects the internal organs, especially the lungs and 
digestive system.

Man jailed for £40,000 
cannabis set up in unit

ised by the Stourbridge Railway 
Society. 

Money raised from the exhibition 
will go towards improvement work 
at the Bonded Warehouse in Canal 
Street. Chris Dyche, aged 68, one of 
the organisers, said: “It was an 
excellent event and we are already 
getting ready for our next one which 
will be our 25th.” 


A BLACK COUNTRY man who 
allowed a £400,000-a-year 
cannabis farm to operate in an 
industrial unit he was renting has 
been jailed for two years. 

David Penn, of John F Kennedy Walk, 
Tipton, was paid £6,400 for six months’ use 
of the £800-a-month property in Stag Indus¬ 
trial Estate, Oxford Street, Bilston, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

Prosecutor Miss Helena Miller said he had 
taken out a 12-month lease on the unit to 
supposedly make garden ornaments. 

But, when police raided it on June 21 last 
year, they found hidden behind a false wall 
320 cannabis plants growing in eight tents 
equipped with special power supply, water¬ 
ing arrangements and high-intensity light¬ 
ing. 

Miss Miller said experts estimated the 
farm could produce three crops a year with 
a street value of £400,000. 

Police established 48-year-old Penn was 
renting the industrial unit. He handed 
himself in on July 28. Mr Richard Dawson, 
defending, insisted: “He was acting as a 
dupe for others more sophisticated than 
him. 

He had been unemployed for some time 
and was trying to make a go of his own busi¬ 
ness, so closed his eyes to what might have 
been going on behind the false wall.” 

Penn who had previous convictions for 
dishonesty, admitted allowing premises to 
be used for cannabis production. 

It was estimated Penn made £6,400 from 
the cannabis farm deal. He was ordered to 
repay £1.

What is the appeal descending 
underground to crawl through 
mud in the dark and damp? 

REBECCA CARR dons her lamp 
and hard hat to find out 


WHY would anyone want to 
go caving? Not even Glaston¬ 
bury could prepare me for 
how muddy I would get. 

You spend hours squeezing through 
tight spaces, climbing up slippery 
uneven surfaces and crawling through 
icy water. It’s cold, dark and damp. 

On a bright sunny morning in South 
Wales, I took the plunge into darkness 
with Dudley Caving Club and crawled 
my way into Ogof Craig A Ffynnon to 
find out. 

After a short scramble, the cave 
opened up into a small cavern full of 
“straw” stalactites suspended from the 
ceiling. 

This was my first insight into the 
spectacular world underground. By the 
time we reached the grandest chamber, 
aptly named The Hall of the Mountain 
King, I had forgotten the claustropho¬ 
bic crawls we had achieved to get there. 

It looked like a film set, more Lord of 
the Rings than the 2005 caving-based 
horror film The Descent. 

The five-metre stalactites and 
matching stalagmites were enough to 
understand why people are spending 
their weekends down in caves rather 
than in their gardens. 

Chairman of Dudley Caving Club, 
Keith Edwards, said: “I don’t know 
why I like caving. It still amazes me 
when we crawl through all the grotty 
stuff and it opens up into somewhere 
like the Hall of the Mountain King.” 

I was relieved to have the help of 
fellow novice caver, Chloe Burney, a vet 
working in Sedgley. Her reason for 
joining Dudley Caving Club was that 


she wanted to do something that scared 
her after feeling unimpressed by a 
tandem skydive. 

Chloe said: “I’m not the most natural 
caver but I think my enthusiasm 
counts. “My friends don’t understand 
why I would choose to go caving.” 

One caver, Jess Harding, said she 
knew one friend who started caving 
after watching The Descent. 

Managed 

It has created a bad reputation for 
the hobby and many people warned me 
to avoid seeing it before my under¬ 
ground adventure. To put people’s 
minds at rest, there’s nothing down 
there, except for a small bat.

The boulder choke - a corkscrew 
tunnel created by boulders - proved 


challenging with a scary head-first 
decent on the way back out. 

Mark Burkey was thrilled that his 
new diet allowed him to make the final 
squeeze before we turned back and 
headed into the sunshine. 

The smell of fresh air once we 
reached the surface was a welcome 
relief after four hours down in the 
caves. 

It could have been an ordeal, but the 
friendly team of cavers helping me 
along the way made the whole experi¬ 
ence rewarding and at times, even fun. 

The bruises, aches and pains just act 
as proof that I survived. 

Caving is a hobby that you would 
either love or hate but it is definitely 
worth having a go to find out.

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Beauty spot visitors up 
in spite of car fees hike 


A BEAUTY spot in South Stafford¬ 
shire is increasing in popularity - 
despite dire warnings that 
walkers would boycott it after a 
massive hike in parking charges. 

It is mainly thanks to an increase in the 
sale of six-monthly season passes for the car 
park, which are much cheaper. The number 
of visitors arriving by car at Baggeridge 
Country Park, near Sedgley, has increased 
by 1,425 since January, when the 78 per cent 
increase in daily parking charges sparked 
fury among ramblers and dog walkers at the 
site. 

Council bosses put the 17 per cent 
increase over the same period the year 
before down to more people becoming aware 
that they can apply for a six-month pass for 
just £18. 

A total of 44 more season passes have been 
purchased, almost nine times as many as 
before, says the council. 

Regular walkers at Baggeridge in January 
threatened to boycott the car park - and 
switch to other beauty spots - when parking 
charges went up from £1.40 for a whole day 
to £1.50 for just one hour. A day’s parking 
increased to £2.50, a rise of 78 per cent. 

But Jackie Smith, director of environ¬ 
mental services for the council, said: “We are 
pleased the facility is valued and that people 
have appreciated the six-month passes and 
are now benefitting from that. There hasn’t 
been a negative impact and the country park 
still thrives. ” Mrs Smith added: “The public¬ 
ity about the increase in parking charges 
also brought to people’s attention the fact 
six-month passes were available.”

Stackmann is referring to this 
new AO grouping of entry-level 
small cars that his firm’s new 
Citigo car will fit into. 

It marks the carmaker’s entry 
into this tiny city commuter car 
category, from where it hopes to 
tap a broader market. 

According to Skoda research, we 
are returning to life in the urban 
jungle. And to survive, which 
generally means getting from A 
to B, requires a car like the Citigo. 
The name, as you’ve probably 
noted, leaves little ambiguity 


about the positioning of this car. 
At the pinnacle of this untapped 
market, Stackmann earnestly 
tells me, is the wife of a young 
urban family - someone like 
mine, he notes. 

They have a couple of kids and 
the family may have a couple of 
cars but the wife prefers a run¬ 
around like the Citigo that is 
small, safe and practical for the 
school and shopping run. Skoda 
prides itself on safety and this 
car - alongside its siblings the 
VW Up! and Seat Mii - has a four- 
star Euro NCAP safety rating.

80 years 
of safety 
is a Gem 
of driving 

ROAD safety organisation and breakdown 
cover provider GEM Motoring Assist is cele¬ 
brating its 80th anniversary and 80 years of 
road safety campaigning. 

Formed in 1932 to champion 
road safety, GEM now supports 
conferences, award schemes and 
research. GEM continues to 
back national and local road 
safety campaigns, donating 
equipment for training, assess¬ 
ment and vision screening, and 
producing free motoring advice 
and road safety leaflets and 
videos. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams said: “The legend has 
it that our founder was involved 
in a ‘near miss’ with a young 
man in a sports car in 1932 and 
in response, a group of friends 
formed a club to encourage 
Care, Courtesy and Concentra¬ 
tion on the roads, to reduce the 
growing accident toll ... and so 
the Company of Veteran FlfSt edition 
Motorists was born. 

“There have been many motoring changes in our 80 years 
and we have played our part. From drink-driving and 
motorway speed limits to lighter evenings and driving with 
pets, we have moved with the times, but our aim is still the 
same: to keep motorists as safe as possible on the road.” 

To mark the occasion, GEM has found vintage cars, one 
from each of the last eight decades and will take them for a 
drive around the Newhouse Estate in Wiltshire. An article 
about the drive will appear in the next issue of GEM’s mag¬ 
azine Good Motoring. The piece will look at road safety facts 
and figures from the past 80 years. 

“It is really interesting to see in which decade new laws 
were introduced to make the roads safer for drivers and 
reduce accident rates,” Mr Williams said. “For example, in 
1958 Volvo was the first to introduce the seatbelt, but it 
wasn’t until 1983 that it became compulsory to wear one in 
the UK when in the front seat; something which is second 
nature to us these days.” 

Road safety history: 

1932 The Company of Veteran Motorists is founded, a 
year after the publication of the first Highway Code. 

1934 A 30mph limit is imposed in built-up areas. Zebra 
crossings are introduced. New drivers have to pass a test. 

1935 There are 35 million vehicles on the world’s roads. 
A 30mph speed limit is introduced for towns and villages. 

1939 Petrol rationing is introduced, allowing each 
motorist about 200 miles of motoring per month. 

1942 Theodore Porter from Clevedon in Somerset, joins 
the Company of Veteran Motorists. Seventy years later, at 
98, he is GEM’s longest-serving member. 

1950 The British government ends petrol rationing. 

1958 Volvo introduces the seatbelt. 

1959 The Ml ‘London to Birmingham’ motorway, the 
UK’s first is opened. 

1961 The ‘MOT’ is introduced for cars over 10 years old. 

1965 The Government introduces a 70mph maximum 
speed as a ‘four month experiment’. 

1967 The breathalyser is introduced. All cars sold in 
Britain must now be fitted with front seatbelts. 

1973 Motorists queue for petrol and speeds are restricted 
to 50mph to conserve national stocks and consumption. 

1978 The Mercedes Benz S-class becomes the first pro¬ 
duction car with ABS. 

1981 The Mercedes Benz S-class gets a driver airbag. 

1983 Front seatbelt use becomes compulsory in the UK. 

1986 The first speed camera was introduced, in Texas. 

1987 All new cars sold in the UK must now be fitted with 
rear seatbelts. 

1994 European crash test standards, later to become 
EuroNCAFj begin. 

2002 Finnish sausage heir Jussi Salonaja was caught 
driving at 50mph in a 25 zone. He gets a salary-based fine 
of more than £120,000. 

2003 It becomes illegal to use a hand-held mobile phone 
while driving. 

2010 A Swedish driver is detected at 180mph by a camera 
in Switzerland, leading to a fine of £538,000.

ALL THE PRESSURE 


ENGLAND boss Roy Hodgson insists he will 
not be caught by surprise by the massive 
expectation that comes with his new job. 

Many pundits have branded being in charge of the Three 
Lions an impossible task. Hodgson clearly does not think so 
after signing a four-year contract to replace Fabio Capello. 

It is a fair bet the scrutiny will be more intense than he is 
used to, with only two spells at Inter Milan and that ill-fated 
stint at Liverpool to compare. 


But Hodgson remains 
calm. And is ready for what¬ 
ever is thrown at him. 

“I realise what I’m going 
into,” he said. 

“I’m not naive and have 
been in football a long while. 

“We’re dealing with enor¬ 
mous expectations.” 

In addition, Hodgson has 
to cope with the knowledge 
that he is not the people’s 
choice. 

That honour belonged to 
Harry Redknapp, who 
remained overwhelming 
favourite before the FA con¬ 
firmed that Albion had 
granted them permission to 
speak with Hodgson on 
Sunday evening. 

FA chairman David Bern¬ 
stein refused to discuss the 
reasons why Redknapp was 
ignored, Hodgson knows he
